in it; there not being any one among them who is 
not weary of the Expence and Ihconveniences of 
the War, or would be willing to continue ic when 
it fhall ceafe cto neceflary. Puither, not one 
of them but would take Pleafure to conribute with 
all his Power to obtain for Great Britain fuch Condi- 
tions and Advantages as it can demdad from France, 
His Ele&toral HighnefS in particular will take it on 
him as a Duty to employ all the Means conducing 


»thereto .which can be defwed of him: Northing in 


‘nature being more: juff, aficr the many great things 
which her Britanick Majefty has done, with her trie 
umphant Nation, for the Common Caufe fiom the Be- 
ginning of her glorious Reign. And this Way appears 
to his Eleftoral Highnefs to be more fure for procu- 
ring this End and for preferving fuch Advantages, than 
if Great Britain fhould endeavour it, without the Con- 
currence of the Allies, by a feperate Negociation. Nor 
gould any thing be more advantagious to France, than 
if by her Dexterity the could dazle the Eyes of one of 
the maritime Powers, fo as to induce fuch Power to 


fhould be wanting to the Relpe& due to the Confi-,,gccept of fome oy oy 28 fo much to the Prejudice 


dence with which her Majefty has honoured him, if 
he fhould not anfwer it with that Sincerity which fhe 
has Reafon to expect from her moft true and moft zea- 
lous Servant and Friend, who is more concerned for 
her Glory and {ntereft than any Perfon in the World. 
He hopes her Majefty will do him the Honour to ac- 
cept in that Sence and in that Intention, as well what 
he has taken the Liberty to caufe tg be reported to her 
of his Sentiments by the abovefaid Lord Rivers, as 
what he has ordered his underwritten Minifter to re« 
_ prefent further to her Majefty’s Minifters. 

The Sentiments of his Elef&toral Highnefs on the 
Peace and on its Negociation, are: That the Allies 
have Need not only of pofitive Declarations, but like- 
wife of real Securities, efpecially having to do with an 
Enemy whofe Methods of acting are well known. This 
che former Preliminaries .provided for, by obliging» 
Piance’ vo give up pre viouil 
rity. In chefe there is neither any real Security, 
nor any clear and diftin& Declaration. All is 
couched in indefinite general Terms, which in 
reality exprefs nothing, and upon which Years might 
be {pent in negocieting. “Tis left to be confidercd, 
which is the fureft Way to put a dy end to the 
War, whether by previoufly infifting on fuch Con- 
ditions from France that nothing may remain to be 
done in a general Affembly but to give them the 
Form of a Treaty, or to open that Affembly upon 
Articles that are captious and obfcure, which leave an 
open Field for France to put in Pra&ice her ofual In- 
trigues and Chicanes. 

Nothing but a perfe€@ Union between the Allies 
while the general Peace fhall be treating, and the 
mutuel Guarantie they fhall give each other upon 
what fhall therein be concluded, can fecure them for 
the future. Without this, all Europe will fall into 
Confotien, and fooner or later into Slavery; efpecially 
if Spain and the Indies be left in the Potieffion of 2 
Prince of the Houfe of Bourbon. We cannot flatter 


_.@our felves, that after a Peace concluded even in this 


Manner, Great Britain can be in fafety, and maintain 
it felf in a quiet and flourifhing Condition, unlefs it 
contiave with the States General and the other Allies 
in an Union that may defend all of them together 
againft the Enterprizes of France. All theie Forces 
united have hardly been fufficient to fave them; whence 
it may be judged what would happen if that Crown 
fhould have the Fortune to divide them, and what it 
would be able to put ia Execution after having taken 
Breath fome Years and reinforced it felf by Spain and 
by the Riches of the Indies. *Tis not doubted there- 
forg, that Her Britannick Majefty . propofes to actin 
this whole Affair joyntly and in Concert with her 
Allies, conformably to the Affurances which the has 
given them. Bur to banith all Diftruft, ic would be 
neceffary that there fhould be no fecret Negociation 
which might give Ground for Sufpicion that one or 
other of the Allies might make their own Treaty 
f parately. 

All che Allies will gladly concurr to conclude 
the Peace, provided they may have their Security 


sof the other, that the Jealoufy thence arifing might 
become an Obftacle to their Union for the furure, 
which Union conftituting their reciprocal Security is 
looked upon by France as the grand Hindrance of its 
Defigas. 

His EicStoral Highnefs can anfwer for it, that the 
Imperial Court never formed the Defign imputed to 
them of entering with France into a Secret Negocia- 
tion to the Prejudice of the Inaterefts of Great Britains 
Buc for removing all Caufe of Umbrage on that Ace 
count, as well ‘with Refpe& to the Empcrour asto the 
States General of the united Provinces, new Engage- 
ments may be entred into with thofe two Potencates, 
and it may be firmly depended on thac they will make 
no Difficulry to promife the Queen in the moft bind- * 
ing and moft folemn Manner never to enter into any 
Wegociation with che common Enemy, nor ever to re- 


fome Places of Secu- “ceive any Otter or Propofwion fieai bin, wichear Het 


Majefty’s Participation, and without taking commoa 
Meafures in Concert with Her. It has been alledged, 
that the Imperial Court will mak: no Difficulty to ree 
nounce Spain and the Indies, provided the Dominions 
in Italy and in the Netherlands be given them: But 
upon this "tis but juft to hear the Mind of the new Em- 
perour, who "tis known has intirely at Heart the Af. 
fairs of Spain. 

’Tis eafy to fee the pernicious Corfequences which 
there would be ground toapprehend if Spain and the In- 
dies were left to the Duke of Anjoue Her Majefty berielf 
has delivered her own Opinion clearly upon ir,in Her 
Speech at the opening of the-very laft Scflion of herPar» 
liament,recommending the War in Spain as that which 
molt particularly concerned the Britifh Nation, who 
will in no wife find Amends for it by the. Trade to the 
‘South Sea with which they are flattered, which Trade 
if given them in Reality (as may juftly be doubted it 
will not) would however be but precarious, and 
laft no longer than France and Spain fhould pleafe to 

imut. 

PT hole Two Crowns cannot in that Cafe be confide- 
red otherwife than as one Potentate * All the World 
knows that ‘tis France which governs the Spaniards in 
their Councils, in their Finances, in their military Af. 
fairs,and even carries on theirConynerce with theladies 
by Her Ships: France has already made herfelf fo much 
the Miftrefe of all thefe, that if the Spaniards would 
reafflume their Indepeadange, either after the Peace, or 
after the Death of the prefent King of France, ‘tis no 
longer in their Power; nor can any Treaty be of 
Force fufficient to oblige France effectually to quit 
thefe Advantages. Befides, "tis to be confidered, that 
if the Defcendants of the Duke of Anjou, or the male 
Line of the Dauphin his Brother, fhould fooner or la- 
ter come to fail, thofe two Crowns would be abfolute- 
ly united under one Head: No Treaty, no Renunciati- 
on could be ftrong enough to hinder thatUnion in fach 
a Cafe, of which the Renunciation made at the Peace of 
the Pyrenees,and the Treaty of Partition, are,smong ma- 
ny other Examples, Evidence fufficient. *M4s very cer- 
tain likewife, that the King of France, who notwith- 
ftanding the Peace and his Engagements with King 
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William III of glorious Memory acknowledged in 
his Life-time another for King of England as foon as 
he thought himfelf by his Grandfon Mafter of Spain, 
will no fooner fee this Grandfon of his fetcled on chat 
Throne but he will endeavour alfo to place his Crea- 
ture upon that of Great Britain, and will accomplifh 
it, having augmented his Power with that of Spain, 
and his Riches by thofe of the Indies. “Tis ealy to 
forefee the Danger the Queens Perfon would then be 
in, and what would become then of the Liberty of 
Great Britain under a Mafter educated in the Maxims 
of France and ia Hatred co the beft Englithmen who 
have abjured him according to Law: There would 
then in confequence be an End of the Liberty of all 
Europe and of the Proceftant Religion, by a 
League foanded in Obligation, Neceflity, and Gra- 
titude berween three Kangs of an oppofite Religion, 
and of fo greatPower by Sea and Land,ander the Direc- 
tion of that of France. Thefe are Confequences in 
which his Ele@toral Highnefs is too nearly incerefted 
and concerned to look upon them with Indifference. 

As to the Barrier in the Spanifh Netherlands, it can- 
not be faid that the Security of the United Provinces 
only is concerned in it : On the contrary it is full as 
much the Concern of Great Britain, which would 
find it felf in no lefs Danger than the faid Republick, 
if France become Miftrefs of the Spanifh Netherlands. 
This Truth has at al) times been acknowledged by the 
Englifh, even in the Reign of Charles II, who not- 
withftanding his clofe Engagements with that Crown, 
would not faffee it to conquer them. So that the Bar- 
rier which excludes chat dangerous Enemy from the 
Netherlands, is the common Intereft of the two Ma- 
ritime Potentates, as well as of the Empire of Germa- 
ny ; and befides, Great Britain has at prefent ia lieu of 
Her Guarantie of rhat Barrier, a reciprocal Guasantie 
for the Proteftant Succeffion. 

Whatever be done, and whether che Affembly for 
Peace be forthwith opened, or deferred co another time, 
thatis to fay till France has made more fatisfa€tory De- 
clarations, his Ele&toral Highnefs thinks that it is ab- 
folutely neceffary not to be any way remifs in the Pre- 

arations for the enfuing Campaign; there being no 
pe of obtaining food Conditions of Peace, but by 
getting into a Pofture to purfue the War vigoroully, 
and begin the Campaign early with confiderable Forces, 
feeing France on her part is already making great Pre- 

rations for it. ‘Tis with regard to this, that his E- 

_ Je@oral Highnefs will not make ufe of the Permiffion 

* which Her Majefty has'had the Goodnefs to grant Him 
in fo friendly a manner, of taking this Wiater fome of 
His Regiments of Dragoons home to his own Country, 
having refolved to leave them all in the Netherlands : 
Notwithftanding which, his Ele@oral Highnefs will 
bear the fame Acknowledgment to Her Majefty, as if 
He had aftually made ufe of Her faid Permiffion. ’Tis 
not to be dowbted the Emperor will make much greater 
Efforts than formerly, and that the States General will 
furnifh what they are obliged to by the Treaties; His 
Imperial Majefty being ready w concert new Agree- 
ments thereupon with Her Britannick Majefty. But 
above all ic will be effentially neceflary to avoid the 
Snare of a Ceffation of Arms, which "tis very probable 
France will propofe.as foon as the Aflembly for Peace 
fhall be opened ; which Ceflation keeping the Mari- 
time Potentates in the Necefficy of making the fame 
Efforts, and the fame Expence for the War, for 
maintaining the fame Fleets and the fame Armies, will 
deprive them of the means of making ufe of them, and 
ftop the Progrefs of their Glorious Arms. 

There is Ground to hope that by remaining firmly 
united, the Allies may foon oblige France (with the 
Biefling of God) to agree to reafonabi< Conditions ; 
the extream Indigence that Crownis in, and the Need 
fhe has of Peace being very certain and confirmed 
from all Parts: The Almighty has bleffed the Arms 

¢ of the Queen and of Her Allies, with fo many Tri- 
umphs over their powerful Enemy, to the end they 
may fecure themfelves by a fafe and advantageousPeace 
from all they have to fear from him; and it cannot be 
his Pleafure that an Enemy fo exhaufted, and vanquith- 
ed as he has been on all Occafions, fhould at laft carry 
his Defigns by this War, and get out of it by a Peace 
Glorious to Him,to the Ruine of the Viftorious Ajlies 
and to the Deftruction of the Liberty of all Europe ; 
im acquiring by this Peace the Power of giving a Kin 
toSpain, of impofing one upon Great Britain, and 
the EleStion of the Head of 

mpire depend on his Approbation.
